We know that 
no nation can gain by tha continuation of this war. 
Whatever rewards and advantages will come from it will 
go to the ruling classes; all the sacrifices, suffering! and 
Jorrow. ft will entji! wfn fan to the lot of the workers. 
And every day that tha alaughter continues thousanda of 
our comrades and brothers are aHleci. 

At the International Congress in Stuttgart a resolution 
was adopted by which the International Socialist move- 
ment pledged itself not only to make avery effort to avert 
the outbreak of war. but also, should war break out, to 
strive with all our might to bring the wax to a gpeedy 
termination. 

The Socialists of the war-ttnearen European coon- 
tries have worked fsithiully and heroically in the spirit of 
the first part of this resolution. But theix voices were 



gtlsrteed by the cannon of the hostile arralaa. Capitalist 
mibtarism proved stronger than the young spirit erf &o- 
cialiat brotherhood. 

The Socialists of the world must now proceed at 
once to the realization of the aecond clause of the reso- 
lution— -"to work for the apcedy termination erf the wax/* 
The International Socialiat Bureau does not function 
at the present time. Therefore the Socialist party of 
America deems it its duty to invite all countries repre- 
sented at the International Bureau to aend their regular 
number of delegates to an extraordinary peace session 
of the International Socialiat and Trade Union Con- 
aaress, to he held either in Europe or in America, at a 
date to be fixed as soon as acceptances are received from 
the variouB Socialiat organization! represented in the 
Bureau. 

We xequest the Socialiit party, or other labor body 
entitled to a delegation at the International Congress, to 
indicate its preference as to whether the congress ahall 
ioeet in Europe or America, offering the suggestion that 
a choice be made between Copenhagen and The Hague. 

We earnestly invite our comrades to meet in the 
United States, st Washington, D. C and in caae our Eu- 



ropean cearnrades decide to meet an America, s , 

assist in tha success erf this congress, the SoeaaLs*. party 
erf America offers to pay an the in isas.j expenses of 
five delegates from every nation entitled to f Lull votes, 
and in proportion (or the delegates from i , u| runioo, use 
minimum to be two delegates, according to the repre- 
sentation established by the Interna tyna ! Socialist 3o-

The agenda of this congress shall be the dascMsaioa
